G.S.R. 268(E). —In exercise of the powers Conferred bv the proviso to article 
:i09 of the Constitution, the President hereby make s the following rules, namely:— 

1, Short title and commencement. —(1) These Rules may be called the Railway 

Services (Revised Pay) First Amendment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall, be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of January, 
1973. 

2. In. the Railway Services (Revised Pay) Rules. 1973,-- 

(1) in rule 2,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), the following proviso shall be added at the end, 
namely;— 

“Provided that notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (2) of 
rule 1. these rule,- shall apply in relation to persons holding posts 
the upgraded reviteu scale of pay of which is Rs. 3000 (fixed) 
or Rs. 3250 (fixed) or Rs. 3000—100—3500 or Rs. 3500 (fixed), 
on and from such date or dates as the Central Government may 
specify as the date or dates on which the revised scales of pay 
relatable to such posts shall come into force.’', 
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(ii; in sub-rule (2). clause (a ) shall bo omitted. 

(2 ) in rule 7, in sub-rule (1), 

(I) For the expression “In (he case of a Railway servant drawing basic 
pay uptn and including Rs. 900 in the existing scale"—, the following 
shall be substituted, namely — 

“(A) In the case ol a Railway servant drawing basic pay upto and 
including Rs. 180(1 in the existing scale—”. 

(ii) After the third proviso, the following shall be Inserted, namely,— 

“(B) In the case of a Railway servant drawing basic pay exceeding 
Rs. 1800 in the existing scale, the initial pay In the revised acate 
shall be fixed under the provisions of Rules 2017 (F.R. 22). 2019 
CF.R. 23) and 2027 (F.R, 31) of the Indian Railway Establishment 
Code, Volume I[ and for this purpose his pay In the existing settle 
shall be deemed to include the dearness allowance, if any, drawn 
by him.” 

fiii) In Notes 3 and 4, lor the expression “clause (b)”. the expression, "clause 
(b) of paragraph (A) or paragraph (B)” shall be substituted. 

(3) In the First Schedule, after the entries' relating to "INDIAN RAILWAY'S 

INSTITUTE OF ADVANCED TRACK TECHNOLOGY, PUNE”, the 
following shall be inserted, namely,—

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Explanatory Memorandum 

The Railway Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973 were issued to implement the 
recommendations made by the Third Pay Commission in respect of the pay scales 
of Class II, Class III and Class dV employees. They were given effect to from 1st 
January, 1973. Government have since broadly accepted, with some modifications, 
the recommendations of the Third Central Pay Commission regarding the pay scales 
in Class I servlces/posts and have decided that, except In respect of revision of 
pay or scales of pay of posts which have been upgraded to Rs. 3000 (fixed) or above, 
the date of effect of revision of pay scales in Class I Services/posts shall be the 
same as for employees in Classes II to IV, namely, 1st January, 1973. The Railway 
Services (Revised Payi Rules, 1973 are, therefore, being amended accordingly.
